Their first 
meeting was in Cleveland, where they 
determined to bmld stockades at some 
of their mines in Pittsbnrg, to employ 
Pinkerton detectives and nsa gatliug 
guns, and to this end decided to beat 
the expense mutually of §60,000 to 
carry their plans into operation. 


"It was shown by their actions that 


the operators never really intended to 
bring nbont a satisfactory solution of 
his trouble. 
Detectives and gatling 


guns, if at till found necessary, should 
be resorted to only when nil other 
moans fail, but in this case they were 
provided for before other menus were 
attempted,1 or even thought of. Such 
action does not snvor of a proper spirit 
for conciliation or arbitration. 


"It is the action of men who fear a 


discussion of the question at issTie, and 
prefer to employ force to accomplish 
their ends, \vhich we are sura will 
meet with universal 
condemnation. 


They have also fonud it necessary to 
appoint a presa commicteo, whose duty, 
we are led to boliovo from their public 
expressions, is to mold public senti- 
ment in their favor, and tho public is 
advised by them that \ve are opposed to 
arbitration, and various other things 
that are untrue.
